Royalists, who outnumbered Re- 
publican troops three to one, were de- 
feated by the latter near Chaves today 
with an unknown loss in killed and 
wounded on both sides. The royalisis 
retreated, some of them crossing the 
Spanish frontier and even then con- 
tinuing to fire on the government sol- 


diers. 
RESORT TO RUSE. 

‘The royalists resorted to a ruse 
which in the end cost them dearly. 
While being pursued to Montalegre, in 
province Tras-Lose-Montes, they re- 
turned to Chaves and, arriving unsus- 
pected by the republicans, bombarded 
the city with their newly acquired 
artillery bombe. The republican 
troops later discovering that the 
royalists had “doubled on their 
course, hastened back to defend ‘the 
town.

A HUNDRED DIE 
IN MYSTERY SHADOW. 


W ITH $355,221 as the appraised 
value of the estates still in his 
hands, representing the proper- 
ty of 109 différent persons who died 
with no relatives in the State to ad- 
minister their property, Public Ad- 
ministrator Bryson, who has just filed 
his report for the six months ended 
the 30th ult., believes that a greater 
number of persons in proportion to 
the rule in other parts of the world 
come to Southern California to sink 
their identity. 

“They want to lose themselves,” he 
said yesterday. “They probably 
change their names and never com- 
municate with the people in their old 
homes, and in the course of time 
they are forgotten. Then they die, 
forgetting to make a will, and they 
leave property. The task of locating 
their heira then falls upon this of- 
fice. Then, when we do locate the 
heirs, sometimes there are so many 
of them that the amount paid to 
each is small. There was the estate 
ef Joel Frankenberger. We found 
twenty heirs and some of them for 
their proportion received only $6.84." 

The largest estate in course of dis- 
tribution in the hands of the Public 
Administrator is that of Matilda 
Walden. She owned the lot at First 
and Main streets that has been in 
‘Htigation ever since her death. Re- 
cently the Superior Court awarded 
the property to heirs in England. The 
value, as appraised in 1908, was 1102. 


now to $140,000. The largest estate 


in his hands to which ho heir or 
heirs can be found is that of “Prof.” 
William Brady, the aged botanist whe 
died in the Abbotsford Inn in 1909, 
leaving an estate of money and 
negotiable securities valued at $58.- 
182.12. They have traced him back 
to” the little ‘town in Illinois where 
he taught school once on a time, but 
they have never been able to find a 
blood relative or anyone who knew of 
any.

Wounded by Mevican. 


Threats of Lynching Were 
Openly Made on Street. 


Popular Official Will Prob- 
ably Die From Injuries. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE THE TIMES. 
ANAHEIM, July 9%.—I[ Exclusive 
Dispatch] With two bullet holes 
through his right lung, John Kallen- 
berger, City Marshal of Anaheim, lies 
in the Anaheim Sanitdrium possibly 
fatally wounded by bullets f at 
him by a Mexican named Lino en- 
dares. Almendares made his escape 
from Anaheim on a stolen bicycle, but 


by scores of officers and citizens, he 
was caught at Buena Park by Kallen- 
berger's chief deputy, Phillip German 
and Undersheriff Robert Squires of 
Santa Ana. 

Not in years has Anaheim 
more thoroughly aroused than by the 
attempt to kil! Kallenberger, a popu- 
lar and efficient officer. Talk of 
lynching took actual form when ropes 
were paraded on the sidewalks. When 
Almendares was brought inte Ana- 
heim at noon, the cry went out that 
he was to be locked in the City Jail. 
In three minutes there were 200 peo- 
ple packed in front of the jail. 

Squires and German, with their 
prisoner came around a corner and 
saw the jam of indignant people and 
wHhout stopping. Squires turned his 

chine loose and headed for Santa 
Ana, where the Mexican was locke 
up. One man bought a coll of rope a 
a store and offered to lead a lynch- 
ing gang. Another bunch of men ran 
down the sidewalk, one of the crowd 
with a rope ready to lynch the Mexi- 
can, were he left in Anaheim. 

Sherif’ Rud@ock does not believe 
that any move would have béen made 
to take the man from the officers had 
they stopped at Anaheim, 
there were plenty of threats from 
hotheads.

Kallenberger handed 
the revolver to Bouis Kroeger, a mer- 
chant who saw the shooting and 
yelled: Get that fellow!“
